"There has been much in my life that 
I don't want to think of— would to God 
I could forget it. Years before 1 quit 
the old life I was as tired of it as the 
other people." 

The speaker was Frank James, mod- 
ern Robin Hood, brother of Jesse James, 
the outlaw, and at present a berry pick- 
er at Kdgewood, Wash. Th 
G. W. Glazebrcok's grocery, in 
one day last week. 

"We got. into it and it was our lives 
against money," said Mr. James. 

"Suffered! We have been hungry 
with our pockets full of money; have 
been hunted like the wolves of the prai- 
rie. 

"I could not write the history of my 
life in five years. I have only a short 
time to live, anyhow, and money is no 
more to me than the dust under my feet. 
I am going to live a quiet life." 

"The first I knew that Frank Fames 
was in (his part of the country," said 
Mr. Glazebrook, the grocer, "was when 
I received a crate of berries with 'F. E. 
James' written on the end. 1 asked Mr. 
Uildgren. the rancher, about it and he 
said he would lake me out to see James 
any time I wanted to go. 

"We found James sitting in the door 
of his cabin, dressed like a logger. As 
we came close he stood up. "I am very 
glad to see you, sir.' he said, as Mr. 
Uildgren introduced us. After a while 
Mr. Uildgren left. 1 told him I was 
from Kentucky and he seemed to know 
how to take me then. This was two 
weeks ago. Last Friday he came into 
Tacoma and spent five days with me. 

"I asked him how he got started in 
this work. He said it was the aouso he 
had received at the hands of the men 
who had killed his father — all through 
suspicion that they were harboring the 
Southern soldiers. He said lie and Jesse 
•got' 21 of them aod that God Almighty 
got thv other. 

"After six detectives, as James calls 
them, had thrown a bomb into their 
house, killing his younger brother and 
wounding his mother, the James boys 
dressed as cowboys and overtook the 
men. They asked them what they would 
do if they should meet the James boys. 

" 'We would stick them on the ends of 
our guns,' the men replied. 

"'You are talking to Jesse James right 
now, and that is my brother Frank stand- 
ing there,' said Jesse. They pleaded for 
their lives, but the James boys told 
them they had sl own no mercy to their 
young brother or to their mother. 

"Frank James smiled when telling of 
the detectives. 'They thought all they 
had to do was to come over there, pal us 
on the shoulders and tell us lo come 
aleng,' he said. 'They never got back 
themselves.' 

"Of all their 'work' Frank James con- 
siders the Northfield robbery the big- 
gest. Two banks were 'lifted' and over 
980,000 in cash taken. The two Cobb 
brothers and a man named Mitchell lost 
their lives. Jim Younger was seriously 
wounded and Frank James lost ihemost 
of one hand. 

"Jesse James was killed by Bob Ford 
in Sept., 1882, while hanging up a pic- 
ture of himself and Frank in their house. 
Frank surrendered in October. 1882, and 
after two years he was released on pa- 
role. 

"Several years later, disguised as a 
cowboy, he met Hob Ford in a Kansas 
City dance hall. He offered lo treat the 
crowd and stepped up to the bar. Ten 
dollars were laid on the counter. Ford 
returned $2.50. Frank James told him 
who he was. What followed is a mat- 
ter of history. 

"James told me thai when he was in 
Tacoma two years ago some men asked 
him to take charge of blowing the safes 
of the National Bank of Commerce and 
the Fidelity Trust Co.'s bank. 'I told 
them,' said James, 'that I did not want 
to have anything to do with the work; 
that I had never been in it for money 
and that I had given all that up years 
ago.' 

"James always speaks of his adven- 
tures as being 'on the trail.' He says 
that instead of using masks they had a 
dark stain. After the fob was over they 
removed the stain quiokly and changed 
clothes, often joining in the pursuit of 
the bandits. 

"They nveer robbed or abused wo- 
men, children or the poor. He said: 
'While many a stray piece of jewelry or 
money has been fastened to the door 
knob of some house.' They confined 
their attention mainly to train and bank 
robberies after the war was over. 

"Frank James will be 70 years old 
next March. He has a wife, four mar- 
ried children and a 10-year-old daughter 
living at Blaine. During the winter he 
works as donkey engineer in the logging 
camp near Tacoma. In the summer he 
picks berries. 

"He is slim, has a gray mustache, is 
six feet tall and is cool and collected, 
slow-spoken and apparently easy-going. 
Ho seems to have very little of the Mis- 
sourian dialect. He is courteous, but 
reserved, and while friendly, does not 
force himself forward."

The Masonic Temple Col- 
lapses. 

On last Saturday morning, about 8 
o'clock, our whole town was startled by 
a noise resembling the rumbling of an 
avalanche, and so it proved to be. The 
front of the Masonic Temple, the lower 
floor of which was occupied by the cloth- 
ing tirm of It. C. H. Covington Co., had, 
almost without warning, collapsed. The 
cause is still a matter of speculation, but 
is supposed to have beeu brought about 
by the slow undermining of the founda- 
tion lrom water. The colored boy, John 
Cobb, noticed first about 7 o'clock and 
called Mr. Covington's attention to the 
same when hf came to the store. A lit- 
tle later the large plate glass in the win- 
dow cracked and almost before any one 
dreamed of the serious condition of the 
front, down it came with a roar. All of 
the employes ran out through the rear 
and no one was hurl, although the dust 
for an instant enveloped them. This 
was indeed fortunate, we might say 
providential. 

This property was purchased by the 
Masons about 20 years ago from \V. E 
Luxon, who built the house in 1S71. In 
IS'JS an attractive new front and a very 
large addition was made, having a beau- 
tiful club-room and lecture hall in the 
second story, while the third story was 
occupied exclusively by the several 
branches of the Order.

GREATEST WAR 

Sixteen Million Men Are Now 
Under Arms In Lurope. 

(Scientific American) 
To appreciate the stupendous charac- 
acter of the war of the nations, which is 
now in full swing on the continent of 
Europe, we must bear in mind two facts: 
First, that it is a war to the death; sec- 
ond, that in the full realization of the 
absolute finality of the result, every one 
of the contending nations has already 
called out, or has stated that it will do 
so, the whole of its trained reserves, 
thus putting 10,000,000 of men under 
arms. 

In point of magnitude the present con- 
flict is absolutely without a parallel. 
Never, in all the history of the world, 
have there been marshaled on the field 
of battle armies that even approached in 
numbers the hosts which are drawn up 
upon the frontiers of Germany and Aus- 
tria. Not in the campaigns of Napoleon, 
nor the great Franco German struggle of 
1870-71, nor yet the seven day battle of 
Mukden between Russia and Japan, was 
there such a gathering of warring hosts. 
As for the historic 'conflicts of ancient 
days, when the hordes of the Kast pour- 
ed in a human flood over Europe, later 
historical criticism has thrown doubt 
upon the reputed numbers engaged. 

At the present writing it is not un- 
likely that there are facing each other 
on a 250-mile battle line, reaching from 
Antwerp, Belgium to Basle, Switzerland, 
approximately 2,500,000 men, about 
equally divided between the allied Brit- 
ish, French and Belgians, and the allied 
Germans and Austrians. These repre- 
sent the standing armies, the flower of 
the national troops engaged. 

To the east, along the borders of Ger- 
many and Austria. Germany has massed 
by this time some 000,000 of her second 
line of reserves, and Austria is moving 
to her own northern frontiers, and to as- 
sistance of Germany in Alsace and Lor- 
raine another 400.000 men. Russia has 
announced that her mobilization is com- 
plete, which means that she is moving 
-down upon the German and Austrian 
frontiers her standing army of over 1,- 
250,000 men. 

And while these 5,000,000 troops are 
on the fighting line, there being gradu- 
ally assembled at the various camps and 
equipped for the field as they may be 
needed, the 10,000,00'J trained reserves 
—every one having spent two or three 
years with the colors. 

In all the countries engaged in this 
war, except England, military service is 
compulsory. In England service is vol- 
untary, the men enlisting for 7 years, at 
the close of which they enter the reserve 
The war strength of the English army is 
156,000 men, and of these, three army 
corps of 120,000, have been landed on 
the continent and form part of the allied 
army. The whole of the reserves, 476,- 
000 strong, have been called the colors, 
and will be sent to strengthen the allies. 

Compulsory service or conscription, 
as practiced in the German army where 
it was first fully developed, is broadly 
representative of its operation of the 
practice in all European armies. 

Actual service in the German army 
begins at the age of 30. The young man 
joins the colors and remains with them 
three years. He then passes to the re- 
serve for four years, during which he is 
called out for training with his corps 
twice for a period of about six weeks. 
He is then drafted into the "first ban" 
of the Landwehr for five years, in which 
he is given two trainings lasting from 
eight to fourteen days. At 32 he passes 
into the "second ban," where he re- 
mains until he is 39. He now passes in- 
to the first ban of the Landsturm, where 
he remains until his forty fifth year 
The second ban of the Landsturm con- 
sists of men who have had no military 
training. 



Game Birds Plentiful. 

Quail are reported much more plenti- 
ful this year than for the last two sea- 
sons, says J. Q. Ward, executive agent 
of the State Game and Fish Commission. 
A shortage of cover, due to the prolong- 
ed drouth, he believes, will make the 
sport exceptionally tine when the season 
opens the middle of November. Last 
year unseasonable floods washed away 
the nests at brooding time, and the year 
before flood and cold weather got many 
of the birds. At the same lime market 
hunters were slaughtering and shipping 
out of the State hundreds of thousands 
of birds. By co operation between the 
State and Federal departments, that has 
been made too hazardous *n occupation 
to be profitable and Kentucky is rapidly 
being restocked.

The Farmers' Opportunity. 

W. P. WALTON. 

The foreigneis' extremity is the Amer- 
ican farmers' opportunity. Agriculture 
is practically suspended in most of Eu- 
rope on account of the farmers being 
enlisted in the lighting armies. They 
have (o be fed, and it falls upon the 
farmers of this country to furnish the 
supplies. Most everything that the 
farms produce will be in great demand, 
and it behooves the producers to make 
every acre possible contribute the maxi- 
mum. Wheat and corn especially will 
be in great demand, and as the former 
crop is soon to be sown, he is wise who 
will sow the largest acreage he can. 
Intelligent farming has improved the 
yield and the quality of crops, while de- 
creasing the former labor and toil in 
producing them. With increased acre- 
age and improved methods there is haro- 
ly a limit to the possibilities for the 
farmer, and with the market that the 
European armies will supply his oppor- 
tunity is such that rarely comes in a 
life time. 

Now is emphatically the time for the 
farmers who are in debt to lift the mort 
gages on their holdings. Wheat has 
jumped up more than 10 cents since the 
beginning of the war less than two 
months ago and the price continues to 
soar. It may not go to $1 50 a bushel, 
but there is a prospect that it will. Un- 
fortunately increased receipts are us- 
ually followed by increased expenditure, 
the feeling of come easy go easy, gener- 
ally prevailing.

United States Almost Inde- 
pendent In Mineral 



Probably no other nation in the world 
so nearly approaches absolute independ- 
ence in respect to mineral resources as 



A glance at the sta<isiics of mineral 
imports affords a means of comprehend- 
ing in a broad way how great and com 
plex is the task of attaining national in- 
dependence in the mining, meialurgical 
and chemical industries. 

Last year the impor's of mineral pro- 
ducts, both crude and manufactured, 
exceeded $270,000,000. Of this total, 
probably *200, 000,000 represents raw ma- 
terials and crude metals, the value cf 
these imports being about I per cent, of 
that of the domestic output. In this list 
of imports the larger items named in the 
order of value are unmanufactured cop- 
per, precious stones, nitrate of sola, 
copper ore and matte, nickel, tin, iron 
ore, pig iron and steel, petrolium pro- 
ducts, manganese ores and alloys, plat- 
inum, aluminum, pyrite, graphite, stone, 
potash and magnesite. 

This country has an abundant supply 
of most of these mineral products that 
are now imported in large amounts, and 
as to them it can be independent of for- 
eign countries. The only essential min- 
erals of the first rank of which the Uni- 
ted States has no knowu supply at all 
commensurate with its needs are nil- 
rates, potash salts, tin, nickel and platin- 
um, the list thus comprising two essen- 
tial mineral fertilizers and three very

Bryan Tells Diplomats 
Abroad How to Conduct Affairs. 

Washington.— Secretary Bryan issued 
Instructions to diplomatic and consular 
officers of the United States who have 
been Intrusted with the Interests of 
the nations now at war. 

Few realize the' delicate position of 
this office, the duties suddenly thrust 
upon them and the consequent amount 
of labor they are compelled to per- 
form. 

United State; diplomatic and consul- 
ar officers are serving the interests of 
Germany. Fnin-e. Belgium, Russia. 
Great Britain. Austria and Japan. 

In the instructions sent out by Sec- 
retary Bryan tbe American represent- 
atives are cautioned to not overstep the 
straight line of their duties for fear it 
Would make the neutrality of the Unit- 
ed States appear partial. The instruc- 
tions said, in part: "Pear in mind the 
general usages of nations In relation 
to the functions exercised by you on 
all such occasiora." 

Further, the instructions added. "The 
care and protection of the interests of 
the nations for whom you are acting 
are based upon the consent of both for- 
eign governments concerned. This 
consent may lie withdrawn at any time 
by either or both." 

Another instruction. "Bear in mind 
you are the representative of a neu- 
tral power whose attitude toward the 
parties to the conflict is one of 1m 
partial amity." 

An explanation by state department 
officials of the instructions showed that. 
In the main, the attitude of the repre- 
sentatives of the United States acting 
for the belligerents is that of a vehicle 
of communication; also to protect the 
property and natives of the nations for 
whom they are acting. 

In this connection the instructions 
state that before seeking recourse to 
the raising of the American flag over 
the embassy, legation or consulate of 
the nations for whom they are acting 
as a means of protecting them strong 
representations should be made to the 
government in whose territory the 
property may be located and that ne- 
cessity may be avoided.

WARRING POWERS OWN 
NEARLY ALL OF AFRICA 



Natural Rosourcss of Posses 
sions Among Richest. 



— The African posses- 
sions and protectorates of tbe Euro- 
pean powers now at war are more than 
three times as large as continental 
United States. They are more than 
three times as large as all of Europe 
now plunged In war and are eleven 
times larger than England, France, 
Germany and Belgium, which control 
them. They occupy 0.06*7,531 of Afri- 
ca's 11,513,000 square miles. 

"The largest individual holder of Af- 
tktm territory is France, with 3,Si:i,000 
square miles, more than 1,500,000 of 
which is the Sahara desert," says the 
society's statement "England con- 
trols 3.G18.245 square miles. Belgium, 
with Belgian Kongo as its sole posses- 
sion. 802.000 square miles, and Ger- 
many 1,035,080 square miles. These 
figures make surprising contrasts with 
those of the European holdings of 
these countries. European France con- 
sists of 207,054 square miles; England, 
121.:''J1 square miles; Belgium, 11,373 
square miles; Germany, 208.7SO square 
miles. 

"England leads In the population of 
her African dependencies, with a to- 
tal or 40.458.500 Inhabitants, more 
than 2.000,000 of whom are Europeans. 
The bulk of her white population is- in 
the Union of South Africa, which con 
slsts of Good Hope, Natal, the Trans 
rati and Orange River Colony and in 
which dwell nearly 1,500,000 'foreign 
••re.' There are approximately 40,000,- 
m people living In French African 
Itossessions, more than 1,000,000 of 
whom are white. The center of 
France's white population Is Algeria, 
where nearly 800.000 Europeans and 
5.000,000 natives live. There are 15,- 
000,000 people in Belgian Kongo. 5.4C5 
»f whom are white, and 12,205.500 
German subjects in her dependencies, 
of whom nearly 20,000 are Europeans 
Thirteen thousand of these live In 
German Southwest Africa. 

"The natural resources of many of 
these African possessions are among 
the richest In the world. The Union 
of South Africa, uuder British control, 
exported in 1910 $154,503,000 in gold 
and $40,199,000 in diamonds. The im 
ports and exports of Algeria, a French 
possession, exceeded $233,000,000 in 
1912. Belgian Kongo's exports now 
pass the $15,000,000 mark annually, 
while Germany's colonies are sending 
to other countries about 
worth of produce annually."

DAIRY COW RECORDS. 

Scales and Babcock Test Essentials In 
Determining Profit and Loss. 

[Prepared by dairy division. United State* 
department of agriculture-l 

The condition of the farming iudus 
try as seen on the average farm points 
to the need of better business methods 
and more definite knowledge of the 
sources of profit and loss. In no de- 
partment connected with the farm is 
there more need for absolute data than 
in the dairy. The records of both pro- 
gressive and unprogressive dairymen 
indicate that there is no business which 
shows a greater range of profit than 
that of dairy farming. 

Records of the performances of dairy 
cows form the only accurate and safe 
basis for judging their value. It is the 
constant aim of progressive dairymen 
to improve their herds, and such im- 
provement must depend largely upon 
culling the herd and getting rid of tbe 
unprofitable animals. 
A record is also of great help to the

accordingly and often feed more eco- 
nomically. Again, a daily milk record 
enables a dairyman to detect the ap- 
proach of sickness in a cow and thus to 
take steps to ward It off. 

The record of the herd is a matter 
of the utmost importance The high- 
est degree of success cannot be at 
tained unless dairymen know the pro- 
ductive capacity of each individual 
cow. This is necessary as a guide to 
rational treatment and to insure the 
greatest profit The record should 
Include not only the dairy performance, 
but a concise history and description 
of each animal. The former requires 
n daily record of the milk yield of 
every cow and a fat test of several con- 
secutive mllkings, if accurate records 
are to be secured. Samples for this 
test may be mixed and this "composite 
sample" tested, thus obtaining the 
average. The method Is easily learned 
and practiced. With the percentage 
of fat taken periodically and a sum- 
mary of the daily yield of milk, the 
dairyman has a full record of produc- 
tion for every cow in his herd. To give 
still more complete knowledge there 
should also be a record, at least ap- 
proximately accurate, showing the cost 
of the feed consumed by each cow, so 
that the economy of production may be 
shown. 

The scales and the Babcock test are 
essential requisites for every true 
dairyman. One dairyman's cows may 
produce twice the yield and return 
double the profit of those of another 
with the same market, simply because 
he used greater intelligence in his busi- 
ness. 

Accurate and continuous records are 
necessary for best results. Examples 
show the impracticability of trying to 
determine the profitable cows by mere 
guesswork. One dairyman found the 
cow he had picked out for best to be 
fifth on his merit list when actuul rec- 
ords were taken. 

The time and expense required in 
keeping records are small compared 
with their value. In some instances 
one minute to a cow at each milking, or 
two minutes a day, has been found suf- 
ficient to record tbe weight of the milk 
and take the sample. On this basis 
when milk is weighed and tested every 
seventh week, as Is customary with 
some dairymen, only one hour and 
thirty-eight minutes would be required 
yearly for each cow tested.- With this 
amount of time expended a reasonably 
accurate record can be secured of every 
cow in the herd. 



The Cost of Silage. 

A field of corn that will yield from 
fifty to sixty bushels to tbe acre will 
make anywhere from eight to ten tons 
of silage per acre as it comes from the 
silo. A silo sixteen feet in diameter 
and thirty-two feet high will hold 
about 130 tons of silage. This would 
take about fifteen acres of corn to AIL 
Can you imagine any other way of get- 
ting 130 tons of green, succulent feed 
at such a small outlay of expense? Of 
course there is the expense of putting 
np the silo, which must be taken Into 
consideration, but many of our practi- 
cal and experienced feeders figure that 
the saving by virtue of the silo is about 
$1.50 per ton, or, in other words, prac- 
tically enough to pay in a single season 
the cost of constructing the silo in 
—Hoard's Dairyman.

Season with salt and pepper, mix 
well and fold In the beaten white of 
the egg. Bake in individual dishes. 

Served With French Dressing. 

String Bean Salad.— Take a quarter 
of a peck of string beans, wash and 
string them, split the long way and 
put on in boiling water and boil until 
tender. Drain and blanch with cold 
water and put in cold place. Marinate 
a cupful of finely cut onion with two 
tablespoonfuls of olive oil. If the fam 
ily likes raw onion mix with the beans, 
but If not spread over one half or 
three-fourths of the beans. Line the 
salad bowl with lettuce, place on the 
beans and sprinkle with a teaspoonful 
of salt and a little pepper; 
on the onion over one-half 
fourths; cover with French 
With Cold Mutton. 

Mutton With Macaroni.— Cut 
slices of cold mutton about half an 
inch thick, wrap them each in a piece 
of white paper well buttered and grill 
them over a clear fire. Then remove 
the papers as quickly as possible und 
place the meat in the center of a hot 
dish, arranging all round it some maca- 
roni prepared as follows: 

Chop up finely half an onion and fry 
it a golden color In an ounce of but- 
ter; then add half a teacupful of stock 
and double that quantity of tomato 
pulp or conserve, with pepper and 
salt to taste. Bring to boiling point 
and add half a pound of small pipe 
macaroni which has just been cooked 
in fast boiling salted water and well 
drained ou a sieve. Stir all gently to 
get her over the fire.

Empty churn as soon as churn- 
ing is done; scald and set in sun 
if it be a stone churn; if wooden 
put where air can blow freely 
through all parts of it. 

To thoroughly clean milk uten- 
sils they first should be rinsed 
with cold water to remove all 
particles of milk. 

Do not allow the cows to dry 
up during the latter part of the 
summer, as this necessitates 
keeping them through winter, 
giving a smaller flow of milk 
than they should. 

A good pasture makes a brlm- 
ing milk pail, and silo makes pos- 
sible good winter pasture. 

The first cold rains are hard on 
the cows, and they should be kept 
in the barn In such weather.

THE PRODUCTION OF 
GLEAN. SAFE MILK 



[Prepared by dairy division. United States 
department of agriculture.] 

Persons engaged in the production of 
milk and consumers interested in pro- 
curing clean, safe milk will be inter- 
ested in the factors for producing the 
same as outlined by the United States 
department of agriculture in a recent 
farmers' bulletin (So. G02), entitled 
"Production of Clean Milk." The es- 
sential factors are outlined as follows: 

Clean, healthy cows kept in clean, light, 
well ventilated stables. 

Stables so constructed aa to be easily 
cleaned. 

A clean, well drained barnyard. 

Clean utensils, thoroughly sterilized. 

Clean, healthy milkers that milk with 
dry hands. 

A small top milking pall. 

Immediate cooling of the milk to GO de- 
grees F. or lower. 

Storage of milk at a low temperature 
until delivered. 

A separate house for handling the milk. 

An abundant supply of pure water. 

Bacteria, according to the bulletin 
find their way into the milk from vuri 
ous sources. Some muy come from the 
udder itself, where they grow in the 
milk cisterns and ducts. The greater 
number, however, come from the dust 
.of the air, the dirt from the udder and 
flanks, from the milker and from un- 
clean utensils. Disease producing bac- 
teria may get into the milk from cows 
having such diseases as tuberculosis or 
from people who handle the milk who 
may themselves have contagious dis- 
eases or who have been taking care of

HOW TO MAKE KETCHUP. 

KETCHUPS are probably the most 
popular of all table sauces. 
They may be made with toma- 
toes, walnuts, mushrooms and some 
fruits. Good ways of making ketch- 
ops are suggested here: 

Fruit Ketchup. 
Grape Ketchup.— Wash and stew Ave 
pounds of grapes over a slow fire un- 
til soft Strain through a sieve and 
add two and a half pounds of sugar, 
one tnblespoouful of cinnamon, one 
tablespoonful of allspice, one half ta 
blespoonful of cloves, one tablesrioon- 
ful of pepper, one-half tablesjioonful 
of salt and one pint of vinegar. Boll 
until a little thick and bottle. 

Cucumber Ketchup.— To one quart of 
peeled, seeded and grated cucumbers 
allow two green peppers, seeded and 
chopped; one grated onion, one gill 
grated horseradish, two tablespoon- 
fuls of salt Put over the Are and 
simmer an hour. Add one pint of 
vinegar, bottle and seal. 

A Combination Sauce. 
Mixed Ketchup. -Take one half peck 
of finely cut ri|»e tomatoes, one tea 
cupful of minced onions, one teacup- 
ful of chopped nasturtium seeds, one 
teacupful of grated horseradish, two 
finely chopped red peppers, three large 
stalks of chopi>ed celery, one teacup- 
ful of mustard seed, one-half teacupful 
of salt, one large tablespoonful each 
of block pepi>er, cldves. mace and cin- 
namon, one-half cupful of sugar, one 
quart of vinegar. This requires no 
cooking. 

Made With Tomatoes. 

Red Ketchup.— Take one i>eek ripe to- 
matoes, cooked aud strained; one pint 
vinegar, one and one-half cupfuls sug- 
ar. Pnt in a cloth two tablespoonfuls 
of cloves, one-half tablespoonful all- 
spice, two tablespoonfuls salt four 
tablespoonfuls cinnamon, one-quarter 
teaspoonful cayenne pepper. Cook to 
desired consistency. 

Sweet Ketchup.— Take four pounds 
tomatoes. After they are peeled put 
on and cook out some of the water. 
Add one pcund of sugar, one pint of 
vinegar, one tablespoonful salt, one 
tablespoonful each of cinnamon and 
Cloves. Put spices In a bag and boll 
with the ketchup and a little red pep- 
per. Put in the vinegar Just before it 
la done.

Cleanliness is not an absolute safe 
guard against disease, but it Is the 
greatest factor in preventing contain! 
nation. Prom the health standpoint 
there is great danger not only from 
the specific disease producing bncterhi 
previously mentioned, but from mlik 
that contains large numbers of mis 
wicteria which may cause 
digestive troubles, especially iu 
and invalids whose diet con- 
chiefly of milk. There is also the 
consideration of the loss to the 
consumer from milk souriug or other 
wise spoiling before it cau be used 
The cleaner the milk the louger it will 
keep good und sweet 

Clean milk not only benefits the con- 
sumer, but the milk producer who will 
consider this subject from an unbiased 
standpoint will find many ways in 
which he himself is benefited by pro- 
ducing clean milk. There are a num- 
ber of items in this connection which, 
when considered alone, may seem un- 
important yet collectively they are of 
great importance. Moreover, they are 
not only of Immediate value, but have 
a cumulative value reaching far into 
the future. Tuberculin testing, for 
example, is not only a safeguard to the 
purity of the milk supply for the con- 
sumer, but is a means of assisting the 
producer to protect his herd 
future ravages of tuberculosis.

SILAGE A GOOD FEED 
FOR EWES AND LAMBS

The use of corn silage as a feed for 
sheep has attracted the attention of 
most farmers only during the past few 
years. Although a few sheepmen fed 
silage many years ago with good re- 
sults, most flockmasters have been 
slow In giving it a trial. 

Owing to the wonderful increase in 
the use of silos on farms and owing 
to the cheapness of silage as compared 
with other succulent feeds, such as 
roots, farmers are constantly raising 
the question regarding the feeding of 
silage to sheep. A great deal has been 
said of its bad effects upon sheep, but 
these have arisen either because an 
inferior quality of silage was fed or 
on account of carelessness on the part 
of the feeder in not feeding it properly. 

A good quality of silage is extremely 
palatable and can be fed to all classes 
of sheep with good results. It must 
be borne in mind, however, that silage 
which is either very sour, moldy or 
frozen should not be fed. 

The amount of silage reported in 
feeding trials varies from one to five 
pounds per head per day. The amount 
to feed depends upon the class of 
sheep and the character of the other 
feeds comprising the ration. As a gen- 
eral rule from two to four pounds per 
head per day is considered as much as 
should be fed. 

Lamb feeders have found silage a 
very

fed ranges from one to three pounds 
per day. Where Iambs are on full feed 
of grain, such as corn, and are receiv- 
ing a fair allowance of hay they will 
as a rule only consume from one to two 
pounds per head per duy. 

In feeding breeding ewes before 
lambing a daily allowance of from two 
to three pounds should be considered a 
maximum quantity. After lambing the 
amount can be slightly Increased. 

In feeding silage or any other succu- 
lent feeds it must be borne in mind 
that the value of such feeds to a large 
extent is to act us an appetizer and to 
keep the digestive system in good con- 
dition. Under ordinary conditions 
lere silage is fed it should not consti- 
tute more than one-half of the entire 
ration and it should be fed with other 
feeds that will properly balance 
tlon for the purpose intended. 



Horsefly Repellant. 

According to Professor F. L. Wash- 
burn, state entomologist of Minnesota, 
a very effective horsefly repellent may 
be made by mixing one-half pint of 
kerosene with one pound of rancid lard 
If rancid lard is not handy fish oil will 
do, using three parts to one of kero- 
sene. In either case the mixture 
should be applied with a rag or the 
hand and rubbed In The repellent ta 
also good to keep flies from cattle 
Care should be exercised, hoTever, not 
to apply enough to remove the hair.

President Wilson's Proclama- 
tion. 

President Wilsan. Tuesday last, Usued 
a proclamation calling on the people of 
the United States to pray for peace in 
Europe. 

He sets aside Sunday. October 4, as a 
day of prayer. 

The proclamation is as follows: 
"By the President of the United States 
of Americ i. 

"A Proclamation: 

"Whereas, great nations of the world 
have taken up arms against one another, 
and war now draws millions of them 
into battle whom the counsel of 



men have not been able to save from ihe 
terrible sacrifice: 

"And, whereas, in this as in all things, 
it is our privilege and duty to seek coun- 
sel and succor of Almighty liod, hum- 
bling ourselves before Him, confessing 
our weakness and our lack of any wis- 
dom equal to these things; 

"And, whereas, it is the especial wish 
and longing of the people of the United 
States, in prayer, in counsel, and all 
friendliness to serve the cause of peace, 

"Therefore, I. Woodrow Wilson. Pres- 
ident of the United Slates of America, 
do designate Sunday, the Uh day of 
October next, a day of prayer and sup- 
plication, and do request all God-fearing 
persons to repair on lhat day to their 
places of worship, there to unite their 
petitions to Almighty God. that over- 
ruling the counsel of man, setting 
straight the ihings ihey cannot govern 
or alter, taking pity on the nations now 
in the throes of conflict, in His mercy 
and goodnrss, showing a way where 
man can see none. He vouchsafe His 
children healing peace again and restore 
once more that concord among men and 
nations without which there can be 
neither happiness nor prosperity."

Alfalfa Pays. 



In a recent address Hon. A. P. Grout, 
President of the National Alfalfa Grow- 
ers Association, stated that one acre' of 
alfalfa is equal to four acres of average 
corn. He said: "It never occurred to 
me until three or four months ago to 
make a comparison and reduce the value 
of an acre of corn and alfalfa lo figures. 
This season I put at least five tons of al- 
falfa to the acre in my barn, and it is 
worth $20 a ton. After this hay was 
carefully put into my barn, some of my 
neighbors began to haul corn to the ele- 
vator at 50c per bushel, and then for the 
first time it occurred to me that if I had 
sold my alfalfa for $100 and put that 
amount into corn, it would have given 
me 200 bushels. Now, this land on 
which I am growing alfalfa would be 
able under the best conditions to grow 
90 to 100 bushels, but I am not growing 
any such amount. II I get 75 bushels 
per acre, I am doing very well. This 
means that one acre of alfalfa is worth 
two and a half acres of corn, and if I 
did not get-more than 50 bushels, (and 
the average is not 50 bushels in our 
country), then one acre of alfalfa is 
equal lo four acres of corn. There is an 
inceutive for growing alfalfa.

Out of Mexico. 

The United States troops have been 
withdrawn from Mexico, or rather from 
the one city, Vera Cruz, of which they 
had possession. And thus history has 
repeated itself once more. It was in 
1848 that the first evacuation of that 
country took place. Then, as now, it 
was done by order ol a Democratic Pres 
ident. Good results and closer friend- 
ship followed the former evacuation and 
there are many reasons why that should 
be repeated with emphasis this time. In 
the former evacuation the local people 
in this and adjoining counties had a 
more immediate interest because many 
of their own fellow citizens had gone to 
the Mexican war. Several companies 
Irid been organized in Kentucy and one 
from Daviess county. Not all that vol- 
unteered could be accepted, because 
they were not needed, but the one com- 
pany from Daviess county was in the 
war. Nearly all the men returned, as 
there were relatively few fatalities to 
the Americaus. Oniy a limited number 
of Kentucky troops ever got to the fir 
ing line. Practically all who were kill- 
ed in the skirmish for the occupation of 
Vera Cruz in the recent trouble were 
from ibe East and the North and Dav- 
iess county does not mourn the death of 
even one son on Mexican soil.— Oweos- 
boro Messenger.

Regarding the public roads as an in- 
dispensible part of the transportation 
system of the country, supplementing 
its railroads and waterways, President 
Harrison, of the Southern Railway 
Co., takes an active interest in the good 
roads movemcu. He is Vice-President 
of the American Highway Association, 
and will be one of the speakers at the 
Fourth American Roa d Congress in At- 
lanta, November 9. 

Speaking of the relation of the country 
highway to the railroad, Mr. Harrison 
said: "Whatever may be the final des- 
tination of farm products, their first 
movement must be over the country 
road and, if the farmer is to receive the 
largest measure of benefit from good 
roads, the policy should be adopted of 
improving those highways which radiate 
from market towns and shipping stations 
and over which the farmers must haul 
their products. The profit which will 
be earned by the farmer may depend 
largely upon the condition of the road 
from bis farm to shipping station. .Sta- 
tistics compiled by the U. S Depart- 
ment of Agriculture show that the cost 
of hauling farm products to shipping 
points over bad roads is a dispro 
portionately large part of the total ex- 
pense of their transportation to market. 
This is not always fully realized by the 
farmer, but if he will take into account 
the time of himself and bis team, and 
the wear and tear on his vehicle and 
harness made necessary by a larger num- 
ber of trips with smaller loads, he will 
find that the cost amounts up very fast 
and correspondingly reduces his net 
profits. Another item of the cost of 
bad roads to the farmer, which is often 
overlooked, is that he must haul his 
products to markets when the roads are 
not in their best condition with little re- 
gard as to whether prices are favorable 
or whether hauling :l lhat lime inter- 
feres with work on the farm. With 
good roads he can not oniy haul heavier 
loads in shorter time but, except as to 
perishable commodities, he can market 
his products when prices are most favor- 
able and can do his hauling when it is 
jst convenient and even when the 
ground is too wet for work in the fields.
